The regular monthly. meeting of 
the board of trade was held yesterday 
afternoon in the board) room and 
there was probably the smallest —at- 
tendance this year.

rainfall, which always seems to come 
at the right moment. This is espe- 
cially noticeable in the Peace River 
Valley, where the sun shining on the 
slopes makes it a regular hothouse.” 

On his way out she met hundreds of 
settlers going into the country in all 
kinds of conveyances—some on,horse- 
back, some in wagons,even aman with 
a pair of litte black cows drawing in 
his settlers effects. 

One very bad feature of the country, 
he said, was the fires. On his way 
in from ‘Athabasca Landing to the 
Slave Lake, he was travelling in smoke 
from the almost all ‘the 
time. 

“Tt is-a great shame,” he said, “the 
way the country is being burnt up. 
The government do not appoint fire 
rangers until May st, whereas for in- 
stance this year, the fires started ear- 
lier and ‘there was no one to look after 
them. In the middle of April the 
country was as dry as a bone, and 
fires likely to start at any moment.” 

Special praise he said ought to be 
given to Set. Andrews of the R. N.\W. 
M. P. at Peace River Crossing who 
Kvas out for ten whole days ata 
stretch and what is more, made the 
whole settlement turn out ¢o help him 
fight the fires, and was able to save a 
considerable amount of property.

“The Outlook is very promising. In 
fact, it was meyer better in’ Alberta 
at this time of the year. Barley seed- 
ing is completed and more ‘than half of 
itis up. A large percentage of winter 
wheat was kiMed in Alberta and 20 
per cent. of the land has been resown 
in flax, 4o per cent, in spring wheat 
and 4o per cent. in oats. It is esti- 
mated that acreage in flax is 10,000 
deres more than last year.”

San Frnesico, June 15.—Jack John- 
son is in rare good humor now that 
he has a sparring partner worthy of 
his own progress with the gloves. Al 
Kaufiinan gave Johnson ‘the 
and most satisfactory workout on 
Thursday, that the negro had 
since he began preparing for the big 
fight. From ‘the outset Kauffman pres- 
sed Johnson closely, going after the 
negro in such ‘a businesslike way that 
the champion found it necessary ‘to 
unlimber much of his slill to with- 
stand Kauffmans’ onslaughts. 

Johnson was chiefly on the defen- 
sive throughout, “probably according 
to schedule” and his elever blocking 
won the plaudits of the large crowd 
that witnessed the mill, 

Kauffman’s work impressed John- 
son so favorably that he predicted 
that Kauffman would win from Sam 
Langford, the Boston negro. Johnson 
is bitterly hostile to his fellow black, 
who is pining for a chance to try to 
wrest from Johnson the heavyweight 
championship, and it is reported that 
he intends to coach Kauffman there 
with an eye single to the overthrow 
of Langford. Following Thursday's 
work-out Johnson announced that he 
would place a bet of $2500 on Wauff- 
man to defeat the Bostonian. Lessons 
in clinching and in illustrating holds 
which Johnson has found valuable in 
past contests are being given Kauff- 
man by the champion.

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where 'this had been practised by line 
companies and he believed that these 
conditions were fairly general all over 
the country, in fact, in nearly all 
places where the farmers had not 
caught on to-the mode of cheating 
them. 

The specific instances which he cit- 
ed were in the cases of the Dominion 
and. Northern Elevators at- Oxbow. 
Five years ago he had been appoint- 
ed agent of the Dominion elevator at 
that station and it was pointed out 
to hi mthat besides the weight on 
the scales which indicate the number 
of pounds of grain in a load there 
was another one concealed under- 
neath which modified the indicated 
weight that it appeared to be about a 
bushel less than the real weight. 
There was also a trick of exerting 
pressure on the wagon by concealed 
methods so that about a half bushel 
weight of grain was lost by the farm- 
er. In getting instructions on taking 
charge of the elevator he had been 
told to use these means fo decreasing 
the weight of the grain by the agent 


of the company, and on his refusal tu 
do ‘this he had received a letter from 


the company asking him to resign, 
which he accordingly did. But’ while 
he was in charge he noted that on 
23,000 bushels of grain, 
which was the amount stored there on 
his taking over the control of the cl- 
evator, there was Soo bushels of a 
surplus above what had been credited 
to the farmers who brought it ‘in. 


As to the unjust grading he stated 
that he thad been accustomed to tthe 
handling of grain for over fifteen 
years and considered that he was able 
to tell one grade of wheat from an- 
other. This year he had sent a load 
of wheat ito the elevator at Oxbow, |t 
which he was sure was of good 
enough quality to grade No. 1 Nor- 
thern. Lut at the elevator his son, 
who took the load to the elevator he 
was informed by the operator that he 
had instructions from the company 
not to accept. wheat of any higher 

{grade than No. 2 Northern, and as 
jall the other elevators were doing 
the same thing he was forced to seel 


jthe wheat at the lower grade, and 


thus lost oe grade in the wheat. 
He had had the same experience year 
after year and had found that when- 
ever those who decided the grade of 
the wheat. had an axe to grind. the 
farmers were the losers by unjust 
grading. He referred to instances 
where wheat graded by the govern- 
ment inspector had, he was certain, 
been unjustly graded 

Prof. McGifl_—Do you believe then 
that Mr. Horn, the inspector, has an 
axe to grind? 

Mr. Noble—No, 1 would not say 
that, but I believe that many cars 
are passed by the inspection depart- 
ment without being properly exam- 
ined. He mentioned one instance 
that led him to this opinion. A neigh- 
bor of his had shipped a carload of 
wheat, ana it was classed one grade 
lower than he was confident he should 
have received. ‘hereupon he deter: 
inined to get even with the Inspection 
department, and he made wp a car in 
which the good wheat was mixed 
liberally with smutty wheat, and this 
carload was classified as No 1 North- 
ern, It was such cases as this that 
made him think that wheat was be- 
ing classed unjustly. , 

Prof. McGill—Do you not. think 
that two men may conscientiously dif- 
fer in the classification of a lot of 
wheat? 

Mr. Noble—They migh! a little. 
But there should not be much differ- 
ence where the examiners are. com- 
petent judges. 

He believed that {ieee conditions 
were general throughout the country 
and that there was very little. ime. 
provement at the present tine over 
the conditions that prevailed ten 
years ago. It was his opinion that it 
would he of immense benes! te the 
farmers 1f they) could seevre the op- 


Portia ty co clean and grade. their 
own wheat. Mr. Nobie was ‘then 
examii:'l as to his idea of what 


shoutd be done to remedy these con- 
ditions. 

He stated that what he would like 
to se was a system of elevators own- 
ed by the provincial government. He 
did not believe in the creation of a 
government monopoly, but thought 
that these elevators should be run in 
competition to the line elevators and 
their object would be to compel the 
line elevators to give the farmers fair 

treatment. An elevator might be 
built in a given district on an appli- 
cation signed by 6o per cent. of the 
farmers tributary to that district, and 


. 


he did not think that.any guarantee 
should be required from the farmers 
that they would patronize the govern- 
ment elevator 
the system should be in the hands of 


an independent commission, the mem- |, 


bers of which should be nominated by 
the Grain Growers’ Association. The 
government if they desired might pro- 
test against a certain commissioner, 
giving the reason for so doing, but 
the final appointment should rest with 
the Grain Growers, the idea in this 
being to make the commission abso- 
lutely independent of politics. As to 
the operators, he believed that they 
should be operated by means of com- 
petitive examinations and should be 
a part of the civil service, 

Asked if he thought that the oper- 
ators should) be appointed for the 
whole year or for the period in which 
grain was received only, Mr. Noble 
said that he thought that they should 
only be employed on this work for 
the six to nine ‘months that they 
were needed. He could, however, 
tell the commission how they might 
be employed for the remaining 
months of the year. This was, how- 
ever, no part of his present con- 
cern, 

As to the financial bearing of the 
scheme it was brought out that an 
elevator such as would be required in 
most districts capable of storing 60,- 
000 bushels of wheat would cost ab- 
out $15,000 This had been found 1) 
bes the cost by farmers in construct- 
ing elevators in the past and no doubt 
the government wight be able to 
get them huilt at a cheaper rate on 
account of buying such an immense 
aniount of material. There are at 
present about 30% shipping points in 
the province which number was con- 
tinually increasing, bupt taking ‘this 
as a basis gorf prion and sup- 
posing that elevators could he built 
at each point, this would mean an ex- 
penditure of $4,500,000 on the scheme. 
as to the raising of this money for 
financing the scheme, Mr. Noble 
thought that this should be the func- 
tion of the government, but that the 
amount to be expended should be de- 
termined by the commission. 

Prof. McGill—Suppose the eleva- 


tors did not pay Now would you 
take provision for the making up of 


the deficit, which would amount. to 
the difference between the profits of 
the elevators and the interested on 
the sum invested? 

Mr. Noble—The storage of 100,coo 
bushels on an elevator would make 
it pay, and I do not think that there 
would be any deficit. 

Prof. MeGill—But a clause would 
have tu be inserted in any legislation 
which might be passed to provide for 
this contingency. 

Mr. Noble—If the system didn't 
pay the government would certainly 
have to provide for the deficit. 

Prof. MecCill—-The Manitoba bill 
has a clause asking for a guarantee 
from the farmers that they will sup- 
port the government elevator 

Mr. Noble—I do not believe in ask- 
ing the farmers to guarantee that they 
will use these elevators. 

Prof. McGil4T understand that in 
the bylaws of your Hleyator Company 
at O:bow there sis a penaliy clause 


which requires the farmers shipping 
grain through another elevator to pay 


a penalty of 134° cents.
